On May 17, Congressman
Nunes joined a select group
of his colleagues at the
White House for the signing
of H.R. 4297, the Tax In-
crease Prevention and Rec-
onciliation Act. This impor-
tant piece of legislation ex-
tends a number of vitally
important tax cuts that have
spurred economic growth
and reduced the unemploy-
ment rate since first going
into effect in 2003.

“I was honored to join
President Bush for the sign-
ing of this historic bill and
believe that we must con-
tinue to pass more pro-

growth legislation to keep
our economy on the great
track that is has been on for
the past three years,” said
Rep. Nunes.

Specifically, the Tax In-
crease Prevention and Rec-
onciliation Act prevents sev-
eral current-law tax provi-
sions from expiring in the
near future. These provi-
sions affect a broad spec-
trum of taxpayers, including
investors, job creators, and
middle-income families. The
two largest pieces of the bill
are the extension of the
lower tax rates on capital
gains and dividends and the

extension of the alternative
minimum tax (AMT) protec-
tion.

Despite securing this vic-
tory, Congressman Nunes
still pointed out that broader
reform is desperately
needed, “There is still much
work to be done on the tax
code, and | look forward to
working with my colleagues
on the Ways and Means
Committee to provide mean-
ingful and fundamental re-
forms that will benefit all
Americans.”

ANWR Exploration Passes the House Again

With prices at the gas pump soar- Prudhoe Bay
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gas, which could lower prices for con-
sumers and reduce U.S. reliance on
foreign oil. On May 25, the House
passed - with Congressman Nunes’
support - H.R. 5429, the American
Made Energy and Good Jobs Act. This
bill would provide for energy explora-
tion and production in the Arctic Na-
tional Wildlife Refuge (ANWR) that
will take place under the most strin-
gent environmental protection re-
quirements ever applied to federal
energy project, using the most so-
phisticated 21st Century technology available.
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The coastal plain of ANWR is of particular interest for its massive energy potential, which is esti-
mated to be the largest discovery of oil in the United States. In April of 2003, Rep. Nunes traveled
with members of the Resources Committee to Alaska, where they held a field hearing on possible
energy development in the area.

“I expected to see mountains, trees and caribou. For the most part, it's 19 million acres of flat
land covered in ice,” Rep. Nunes said. The House is proposing allowing oil and gas production on
2,000 of the 19 million acre refuge. Unfortunately, the Senate has not recently acted on a bill al-
lowing exploration in ANWR, and the American people are feeling the impact every time they go to
fill up their cars.

He added, “Had President Clinton not vetoed the ANWR Bill in 1995, then we would have a mini-
mum of 1 million additional barrels of oil a day flowing into the lower 48 states.”

Medicare Prescription Drug Sign-up Period Closes

As the May 15 deadline
for seniors to sign-up for

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Congressman Nunes Once Again Highlights Future Improvements to Highway 99

As reported last year, Highway 99 is now eligible for extensive improvements thanks to two key provisions written by Rep. Nunes
that were included in the national transportation bill. The first provision designates Highway 99 as a national high priority corridor,
which makes it eligible for new federal dollars. The second provision makes Highway 99 eligible to become a federal interstate.

The graphic above highlights just how impressive the task was to get Highway 99 included in the high priority corridor program.
The transportation bill included few new entries to the program but Highway 99 was the only one west of the Rocky Mountains.
The Farm to Market Corridor is listed as number 54 above.

“Highway 99 has been neglected far too long,” Rep. Nunes said. “Making Highway 99 a six lane freeway from Bakersfield to
Sacramento is very important, and I'm pleased to see that we are on the right path to getting that accomplished.”

The federal transportation bill also includes money for several projects in Fresno and Tulare counties, including:

$7.6 million for Highway 180 improvements in Fresno

$6.5 million to widen Highway 99 from Goshen to Kingsburg

$3.2 million for farm-to-market roads in Tulare County

$2.8 million to improve traffic flows between connected highways in Fresno
$2.4 million to widen Highway 198 from Highway 99 to State Route 43
$1.6 million to widen the Ben Maddox Way bridge in Visalia

$1.2 million for traffic improvements to Ave. 416 near Dinuba

$1.6 million to widen Friant Road to four lanes with bicycle lanes
$240,000 for traffic improvements to Willow and Herndon in Clovis
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
